San Francisco, January o1.—Commander 
Leary, of the United States steamship Adams, 
which arrived here from Honolulu yesterday, 
in an interview today said: 

“There was a great deal of commotion when 
Twas at Apia. I wentdown there with all 
kines of orders suited to a time of peace, but 
when the war broke out, I threw the orders to 
the wind. They would do in & time of peace, 
but were notapplicable to the condition of 
affairs then. When I saw Branders, the Ger- 
man consul, leading 500 natives in support of 
Tamasese, I wrote him a letter asking him to 
desist. I said:

San Francisco, January 31.—The 8S amoan 
Times, the newspaper which the Auckland 
cable states that the Germans have sup- 
presse d, was published at Apia by an English 
subject pamed Cusack. A nen ber of copies 
of the paper were taken in this city, and even 
since the trouble began in Samoa, the paper 
was sought for an intelligent 
happenings on tire lands, The 
opinions expressed by the paper 
wer feonservative, and the yourn: 
was regarded as publishing unbiased reviews 
of happenings inthe recent battles between 
the tern ans aygd the Samoans. The Times 
@ecinred that the latter did not fire until the 
erdvens had fired a number of shots, and had 
killed two of the natives. The Germans 
have net been friendly to Cusack. -It is re 
lated by a correspondent at Apia that. on the 
night of December lith,a number of Sailors 
from the German men @war, Olga and Ad- 
ler, went ashore at Apia, and- one 
of the chief subjects of their search 
was (Cusack. The correspondent Said : 
‘Cusack has on several occasions 
criticised the Germans in his editorial col- 
umns for their general conduct in Samoa 
thereby incurring their hatred. When the 
German sailors came on shore they began to 
look for him, and he was obliged to go to the 
British consulate for protection. They. of 
ceurse, did not venture to follow him there.

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He Says Heis U nj Suetiy Criticiased 
Offered to the United Sis 
Wasutvoton, January 31.—Secietars Bay- 
ard was this evening shown the dispatch from 
Auckland, stating that Germany tad given 
notice that all véwels arriving at Samoa will 
be searched for eontraband goods.

AULREK YING uP THE CRUISER. 


Tha Charleston to be Pat in Fighting Con 
dition at Once. 

San FrANCIScO, January 31.--The working 
force on the stee] cruiser Charleston has been 
largely increased, but whether owing to 
instructions from Washington or not, is not 
stated. There are at present four hundred and 
fifty men emploved onthe vessel. Her en- 
gines and boilers are all in, and her boilers are 
being ccmenied. The carpenters are busy fitting 
up tho saloons and state rooms. Painters are 
hard at work giving her iron sides a coat of a 
dark slate color, and blacksmiths and me- 
chanics are to be seen crowding her decks. 

When compieted the Charleston will be 
taken to Maro Island to have her armaments 
placed on board. This is much heavier than 
that of any German man-ol-war at present in 
Samoan waters. It was not expected that the 
trial tmp of the Charleston would take place 
befere the middle of March, but the present 
activity indicates that she will be ready con- 
siderably sooner. 

Superintendent Dickie, of the Union Tron 
works, was asked how soon the vessei could 
go to sea in fighting trim, if necessary. 

“Well. she: might get away in thirty days, if 
it was ectabe!¢ necessary to have her ready 
by that time.’’ 

‘The cruiser San Francisco, now buil: 
the Union Iron works, will be completed ina 
much shorter time than was the Charleston. 
The superintendent estimates that it will re- 
quire eight months to complet € this vessel.

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| SENATORS TALK SAMOA 


DISCUSSION IN THE -SENATE 
YESTERDAY 


UPON THE SAMOAN AMEN {DMENTS: 


Senators Reagan and Frye Make Forcibie 
Reprarks on the Ouestion—-A Little 
Spat Between Two Senator. 

WAsnineton, January 51.--In the debate in 
the senate today upon Mr. Reagan’samendment

the sundry civil bill, Mr. Hale said he would 
not object te the first clause of the proposed 
amehdment, but he was not willing to go 
farther than that. He was not willing for the 
senate to declare affirmatively that it would 
preserve the neutrality or maintain ‘the inde- 
That matter might 
be safely left to the executive. 
SENATOR, SHERMAN'S VIEWS. 

Senator Sherman agreed with the views ex- 
senene d by Mr. Hale, and said that the com- 
mittee on foreign relations had agreed unani- 
mously to the two amendments reported. The 
words proposed to be inserted by Mr. Reagan’s 
amendment (if they had any meaning at all) 
only tended to we: iken the force of the lan- 
guage used in the “committee amendments. 
Why talk, he asked, about protection to 
American citizens? What act of cruelty had 
been done in Samoa to any American citizen? 
No American eitizen had been killed there. 
Why use “Fourth of Julv language’ in a bil! 
defining the purpose and objects of the presi- 
dent in enforcing and maintaifing treaty obli- 
gations? He trusted that, as the democratic 
party was so strongly represented in the com- 
mittee on foreign relations by such distin- 
guished gentlemen as Messrs. Morgan, Sauls- 
bury, George and Payne, the amendments 
would be allowed to stand as they were Tre- 
ported, 

A TRADING FIRM CONTROLS SAMOA. 

Mr. Frye did notagree with Mr. Sherman 
that no wrongs had been committed in Samoa 
against American citizens. He thought the 
evidence very conclusive that wrongs had 
But that was not 
at issue, and he hoped that the senator from 
Texas would. not insist on his amendment 
now.’ The remarks of the senator yesterday 
indicated that he and himself were in entire 
accord on the matter of Samoa. The two 
amendments reported from the committee on 
foreign relations were not, ‘in his judgment, 
snch as the committee was catied upon to re- 
port. But,sofar as they went, they were 
right and ought to be sustained. They did 
not comprise all that congress ought to do. 
The remarks of the senator from Texas came 
very much nearer to it than the report of the 
committee. It vas not Germany; 
it was not Bismarck ; it was 
nothing but a German trading firm. That 
firm had absolute and supreme power today 
over the Samoan islands, and the German 
consul received his orders from it. The king 
of Samoa was friendly to the United States, 
and nine of the chiefs out of ten were friendly; 
and the enmity of the German trading firm 
against the king and chiefs arose entirely from 
the fact that they were friends of the Unitea 
States. 

THE DEPOSING OF MALIATEO. 

The Germans had, without any authority, 
and with one of the gravest insults ever com- 
mitted against the United States, deliberately 
elevated to power and made King a _ rebél— 
Tamasese—who had not a Samoan chief behind 
him—not one. ‘Tamasese was nothing but a 
puppet inthe hands of the Gerinan trading 
firm. If he were permitted to be'established 
and were recognized as king, one of his first 
acts, under instructions from the German 
trading firm, would be to give the necessary 
notice for the abrogation of the treaty with the 
United States and the harbor of Pago Pago 
would be utterly lost to the United States. 

THE REAL QUESTION AT ISSUR. 

In his judgment the amendment reported 
by the committee on foreign relations did not 
bring up the real Samoan question. The real 
question at issue today between the United 
States andthe empire of Ggrmany was not 
necessarily before the senate for digcussion 
under these two items of appropriafion ; nor, 
in his juagment, was the senate ready today 
for discussion and he expected to see the day 
come, and ere long, when there would .be a 
proposition before the senate (reported, he 
hoped, from the committee on foreign. rela- 
tions) that would bring up the whole question 

of the differences at issue between the United 
States and Germany. Then he should be 
verv happy, indeed, to enter into 
the discussion. The testimony 
of Consul Crener: ul Sewall, to 
whom, ingpassing, Mr. Frye paid a high com- 
pliment for his inteHigence ‘and patriotism, 
was still a secret document; and until it was 
made public the real question could not be 
properly discussed. Neither was the report of 
Mr. Bates, (the agent sent by the state depart- 
ment fo Samoa,) a public decument. 

Mr. Stewart—Will the senator state what 
he thinks onglit-to be done m the matter? 

NO OTHER NATION WOULD STAND IT. 

Mr. Frye—There is not a fourth-rate power 
in Europe which, if it had been a party to the 

conference with Germany as to autonomy and 
independence of Samoa,and if Germany, pend- 
ing that conference, and without notiee, had 
deliberately ordered her ships of war toy jolate 
that autonony and indenpendence, would not 
have risked its life on the demand for an im- 
mediate restoration of the status quo. An 
European power could not be found that would 
not have done it. Lam not saying what, in 
my opinion, ought to be done now. I prefer 
that the committee on foreign relations should 
report to the senate, in due form and after de- 
liberation,what ought to bedone. Iam no diplo- 
ae, Il never w as charged with being one. I 
generally know what I desire, and I generally 
go straigh tforwardly to what I desire, no mat- 
ter who isin the way, or what country. 

When the proper time comes I shall be very 
glad to discuss the Samoan question and com- 
plications between the United States and Ger- 
many resulting out of it. [ am not prepared 
and do not desire to diseuss now. I hope that 
these two appropriations, which are certainly 
a great step in adyance, will be unani imously 
adopted by the United States senate and sent 
to the house. 

Mr. Reagan—I agree in the hope that these 
two appropriations shall be made. I had rea- 
sons for propesing them, as I have done. 

Mr. Hale— What does the senator mean by 
the words in his amendment, “preserving the 
neutrality and independence thereof.’’ 

CARRY OUT THE AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Reagan—I mean to prevent encroach- 
ments on the rights of the people of the 
i nited States or any violation of the rights of 
Samoa, as stipulated in the treaty. The secre- 
tary of state has insisted that under the ar- 

rangement between the three powers, the 
autonomy and independence of Samoa shall be 
preserved. I propose to carry out what he 
says. 

Mr. Reagan resented, with 
Mr. Sherman's allusion to the ‘ 
language’ ef his amendment; and Mr. 

nan ” disc laimed any offensive intention in 
making use of it. 

Mr. Reagan then went on to say that he 
agreed with Mr. Frye that there was not a 
fourth-rate European power “that would have 
stood what the United States government has 
stood from Germany. 

He was sorry, he said, to see a disposition to 
shrink from meeting the duty of the govern- 
ment. The consular agent of the United 
States at Samoa, the oilicers and crews 
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| of American ships there, and United States 


citizens residing there, could not fail to be 
luniiliated by the fact that their government 
had permitted Germany to trample npon their

* AT THE MERCY OF OFRMAN TRADERS, 
through the action of the German ,govern- 
ment, the fact ought to be recognized, and one 
of ta¥o things ouglit to be done. If the rights 
of Mhe United States were to be nbruptly aban- 
doned, the Americ an consul afd commanders 
fed home, 
and not subjected to insult and degradation, 
and whatever rights the United States had 
there,cought to be abandoned; or elise rights 
which belonged to this country ought to be as- 
serted squarely and manfully. 

READING THE DISPATCHES. 

Mr, Frve added some farther remarks as to

MR. REAGAN WITHDRAWS HIS AMENDMENT 

Mr, Reagan—In view of the remarks of the 
senator from Maine (Mr. Frye), who is a mem- 
ber of the committee on foreign relations, that 
it would be perbaps best to let the amendment 
pass as reported, and, in view of the fact that 
matters are very rapidly assuming such shape 
that we shall probably have the question be- 
foré us in another form very soon, I withdraw 
my amendment. 

The amendments as adopted read: ‘‘For the 
execution of obligations and the protection of 
interests of the United States existing under 
the treaty between the Unite dd States and gov- 
ernment of Samoan isitands, five hundred 
thousand dollars, orso much thereof as may 
be necessary to be *expended under direction 
of the president, this appropriation to be im- 
mediately available. For the surv ey, improve- 
ment and occupation of the bay and harbor of 
Pago Pago, in the island of Tutuila, Samoa, 
ani for the construction of necessary wharves 
and buildings for such occupation, and for a 
coaling station thereon under direction of the 
pros'iout, one hundred thousand dollars, this 
appropriation to be immediately available. + 

Tho amendment raising to the rank of ‘‘am- 
bassador’” ministers to England, France, Ger- 
many and Russia was rejected—yeas 25, nays 
26, and the bill was passed. 

The senate then, on motion of Mr. Riddle- 
berger, went into secret session on’ the British 
exfradition treaty. 

Other Proceedings of the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, January 51.—The president’s 
message relating to Samoa, readin the house 
yesterday, was read and referred to the foreign 
relations committee. 
¢ Mr. Evarts, from the committee on _ privil- 
eges and elections, made a report on the sub- 
ject of the election of presidential electors, 
copies of certificates from Kansasand other 
states having been referred to the committee. 
The report is to the effect that provisions of 
the act of the 3d of February, 1887, have been 
thereby satisfied and promptitude, authenticity 
and publicity secured. 

The report and papers were ordered to be 
filed among the archives of the senate.

The speaker sustained the point and the 
question was:put upon the first clause of the 
amendment as follows “It is expressly pro- 
vided that the rights of honorably discharged 
union soldiers and sailors in the late civil war 
to make homes on the public land under the 
existing Lomestead laws shall net in anv de- 
gree be impaired by the passage of this bill.” 

It was agreed to. 

The question then recurred on the second 
clause which provides that the right of such 
honorably discharged union soldiers and sailors 
to make homestead entry and perfect the same 
by ocetpancy under the extisting homestead 
law shall extend to any ana all lands which 
shall be opened to any settlement by provi- 
sions of this bill. lt was rejected—yeas 110, 
nays 141. 

Mr. Barnes, of Georgia, offered as a substitute 
for the bill, the bill prepared by the minority 
of the committee on territories. Rejected— 
yeas 11%, nays 124. 

Mr. O’Ferrall, of Virginia, moved a recon- 
sideration, and Mr. Springer moved to table 
that motion, pending which the house, at 4:50, 
adjourned.

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AND THE TARIF! 

The Division iu the Committee About Re- 
porting It. 

WasHINGTON, January 51. —[Special.] —- 
There was a meeting of the ways and means 
committee this morning, to take action upon 
the tariff bill, but Mr. Mills was not present. 
and the treasury experts not having submitted 
their estimates of the probable etfect on the 
revonues of the amendment made to the Milis 
bill by the senate, no action was taken. 
The members of- the committee’ are 
talking very little, They are de- 
sirous to keep quiet the fact 
that they are divided in their opinions as to 
the way the bill should be réported back to 
the hease. AS was mentioned in these. dis- 
patches a day or two ago, some democratic 
members favor reporting the bill back, and re- 
commending that the internal revenue fea- 
tures, Which are substantially the same in 
both the house and senate bills, be agreed to, 
but Mr. Mills, Mr. Breckinridge. of Arkansas, 
and McMillin, are in favor of reporting against 
the senate substitute as a whoie. In other 
words, thoy want the house to stand 
by the Mills bill in-its entirety. The other 
members of the ways and means committee, 
while they are remaining very quiet for the 
present, are nevertheless opposed to such ar- 
bitrary action. They. think it best to take 
what thev can get. It is needless to say that 
the majority of the democratic party in the 
house of representatives are on this side of the 
question. Such men as Randall. Culberson, 
Oates, Candler, Carlton, Clements, Tillman, 
Forney, Sayers, Catchings and all the North 

Carolina and V irginia members, besides many 
pe democrats, “favor this plan, and will 
exert themselves to have it adopted. By 
their exertions, it is believed that Messrs. 
Mills, MeMillin and Breckinridge can be per- 
suaded to agree to this policy, and thereisa 
probability that it will be adopted. 

It will, however, probably be two or three 
weeks before the committee will be ready to 
report anything, and unless they agree to 
make the report recommended by _ the 
majority of the democrats for the repeal of 
the revenue laws, there will bea very bitter 
tight over the disposition of the tariff bill. If 
they do agree to make this report, it is proba-. 
ble that the.republicans will work quietly 
against itin order tostaye off any action at 
this sessfon of con gress, and in order that 
thoy might get the credit at the next session 
of enacting tariff legislation. 

Very ffw members of either party in con- 
gress now doubt that there will bean extra 
session of the fifty-first congress. Everybody 
in the house is talking about it, and with very 
few exceptions they all agree that one 
will be called. The  republieans are 
unanimous for it, and the speakership candi- 
dates, the leading members on that side of the 
house, all say that an extra sesgion commenc- 
ing sometime in Apriliscertain. They don’t 
think if th ey take no action whatever that the 


democrats will agree among themselves to any 
disposition of the. tariff bill, 


and it is evident 
that to the country they intend basing their 
principal reason for an extra session upon the 
necessity of tariff legislation.

This is the amount of 
seed now allowed congressmen for distribu- 
tion, and itis the object of the committee to 
thus get the seed to the people, while at the 
same time relieving the members of congress 
from the trouble and worry of distributing 
them.

An Interesting Report From Commissioner 
Carroll D, Wright. 

WASHINGTON, January 31.—Carro!ll D. 
Wright, commissioner of the department of 
labor, today submitted to the secretary of the 
interior his fourth annual report, which deals 
| exclusively with the subject of “ Workine. 
women in the great cities." Commissioner 
Wright, in his introduction, says that the ob- 
ject of the investigation now under considera 
tion was to secure information relative to the 
condition of the workingwomen In our great 
cities, By workingwomen is meant that class 
of women who earn their living {n occupations 
calling for manual labor. Professional 
and semi-professional callings, like tho-e of 
teaching, stenographvy, type Writing, tele 
graphy, etc., have not, asa rule, been recog~ 
nized in the investigation. Those women whe 
work in the great city shops upon light 
manual or mechanical labor, and in stores, are 
the ones we recognize under the popular 
term, ‘‘working women.”’ ‘The study compre- 
hends 342 distinct industries, and relatesto 24 
different cities, as follows: Atlanta, [al- 
timore, Md., Boston, Mass, , Brooklyn a a 
Charleston, S. C., Chie ago, Mis., Cineinn ati, 
O., Cleveland, O., Pecos, Ind.. Louis 
ville, Ky., Nes wark, .d., New Orleans, La., 
New York, N. Y. Philadel Iphia, Pa., Provi- 
dence, R. I., Richmond, Va., San Francisco, 
Cal., San Jose, Cal., St. Louis, Mo., St. Paul, 
Minn., Savannah, Ga. These tweutyv-twa 
cities must be consideréd as thoronghly re:ae< 
sentative, so far as locality is to be taken inte 
account. 

The departinent has not sought, he says, ta 
secure information relating entirely to ang 
particular class, like those employ: “doin the 
be Ls lowest forms of work and living im the 

slums of the cities, nor, on the other haud, ta 
those engaged in what might be called the 
highest forms of labor, and living in a style 
that would take them out of the category of 
working women; but the great rep resentative 
employments have been considered and the 
grade of women that should be representative 
within these employments. The report shows 
that the working women in the great cities are 
The average age in all the 
cities comprehended is twenty-two years and 
seven months. The highest average gge is 
found in Charleston, S. C .—twenty-five years 
and one month ; the lowest average in St. Paul 
—twenty-one years and five months. It is found, 
however, that the concentration is greatest at 
the age of 18. The average weekly .earnings 
by cities is given as follows: Atlanta, #4.05; 
Kaltimore, $4.18; Boston, $5.64; HBrooklyn, 
$5.76; Buffalo, $4.27; Charleston, $4.22: Chi- 
cago, $5.74; Cincinnati, $4.50; Cleveland, 
$4.63 : Indianapolis, $4.67 ; Louisville, 84.51; 
Newark, $5.10; New Orleans, $4.31; New 
York, $5.85; Philadelphia, $5.54; Providence, 
$5.51; Richmond, $3.93; St. Louis, 85.1%;

He Refuses to Put on Prison Clothing and 
Has a Struggle With the Officers. 

Dustin, January 31.—William O’Brien 
was today lodged in Clonmel! jail to underge 
the sentence of four months imprisonment im- 
posed on him at Carrick-on-Suir, for offences 
under the crimes act. When ordered to re- 
move his civilian clothing and don the prison 
garb, Mr. O’Brien re ‘fused to obe sy the order, 
whereupon he was seized by the wardens and 
his clothing was forcibly removed.

greater mystery. 

Charles Howard was an old colored man who 
had been night watchman in the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad shops at this place 
ever since they were constructed. For years 
he had been living in and about Marietta. He 
had always been considered faithful and re- 
liable, and his reputation secured him the po- 
sition of night watchman in the Marietta and 
North Georgia shops years ago. Howard here 
sustained his past good character. Every 
night when the shades of evening began to 
gather he left his home and making his way to 
the railroad shops was always on hand to take 
up 

HIS NIGHT’8 WATCH 
when the day laborers vacatéd the building. 
During the night Howard never slept. Regu- 
larly every hour he would wake the rounds of 
the building, and when day came and the ma- 
chinists arrived to resume their daily toil, 
Howard was thie first to greet them. On the 
night of January 25, 1886, Howard went to his 
post of duty as usual. He was as happy as he 
generally was, and as the last of the day force 
left Howard said: 

“Good night. 
ant rest.” 

He then picked up his stick and made hls 
first tour of inspection. Early next morning 
when the day laborers reached the shops they 
did not find Howard’s face at the door to 
greet them, and when some of them entered 
the main building they found themselves 
looking upona picture horrible and blood- 
curdling. In the center of the large room 
beside the stove they 

FOUND THE BODY 
of Howard, cold and stiff in death. Aboutfhis 
head was a pile of dead coals and ashes large 
enough to hide the head and shoulders from 
view. A simell, sickening and disgusting, filled 
the room. A glance only was necessary to tell 
that Howard was dead, but at first it was 
thought that by accident Howard had dropped 
over ina fitand died, and thatthe burning 
coals was the result of an accident. Coroner 
Root was called in and an inquest was begun. 
During the inquest the body was removed and 
an exainination was made, It was then ascer- 
tained that Howard’s skull was crushed ina 
most frightful manner, and _ that his 
death was due to 4 terrible blow, - and 
notto an accident. The discovery created 
THE WILDEST EXCITEMENT 

inthe town and in an hour and a half the 
place was about the shops. Howard was uni- 
versally liked in Marietta, and when the peo- 
ple ascertained that he had been murdered 
their indignation knew no bounds. A careful 
examination disclosed the fact that some one 
had struck Howard several blows on the head 
with alarge hammer and that his skull had 
been crushe d to a jelly almost. 

The buildings were carefully searched but 
no¢ lew tothe killing could be found. How- 
ever, on the outside were found the track of a 
manandawoman. By close scrutiny these 
tracks were found leading up to the building 
together and afterwards going away toge ther. 
The most careful inquiry by the coroner’s jury 

failed to disclose a cause for the murder, 
WHOSE TRACKS WERE THEY ? 

The rumor that Frey had confessed that he 
was the criminal; that his wife had knowledge 
of his guilt; and that to save betray al he had 
killed her, was corroborated by a circumstance 
noted at the time of the killing. The tracks 
of two persons led up to the scene of the 
tragedvy—ons of a man, the other of a women. 
Could it bo that these were the tracks of 1° rey 
and his wife? There are those who answer 
the question affirmatively, and their tongues 
are now quite busy relating the incident of the 
great tragedy. 

But if Frey comfessed, why should he hdve 
recalled it. Therein lies another niystery, 
suggesting that there are persons yet liv ing 
who have been screened by Frey’s silence. 
Time alone can disclose the answer.

MR, NEVILL, OF RABUN COUNTY, AS 
A HUNTER, 


He Chases the Wild Creature into Its Lair— 
Mr. Driscol, of Pine Mountain, as a 
Hanter. 


Rasun Gap, Ga., January 31.—[Special.]— 
John D. Nevill, the youngest son of Mr. J, 
Me. Nevill, residing in Tennessee valley, 
Rabun county, Ga., is about twenty-two years 
of age, large, square build, and a great lover of 
the chase, especially the pursuit of wildcats. 
He hascaught ten wildcats lately. He has 
three hounds of common country stock, 
trained by himself, and the cat that escapes 
them has to be an old one. He has recently 
bagged three. He had a lively chase lately. 

He started at 2 o’clock, a. m., and crossed to 
the south side of the valley near W. M. Dar- 
nell’s mill and struck a trail and soon raised a 
cat and ran it about three hours, over rough 
mountains and ledges of rock, chasing it about 
four mites to Black’s creek, and finally, before 
day, drove it in its den ina rock cliff. Other 
parties hearing the chase joined in, until 
there were several men and seventeen dogs, 
ae he started with only five.

A few days after, Nevill was out again with 
three hounds and started another cat about 
two hours before day inthe Wolf Pen gap, 
near Picken’s Nose and after a two hours’ race 
his dogs caught it. It was large, weighing 
twenty-four pounds.

where he had found the dead goat. Axtvine 
there he placed the trap in a convenient place 
and securely covered it with leaves and glirt so 
that it would be ready for his catship when he 
returned to finish his feast that night. A chain 
was attached to the trap and also locked to a 
tree standing near by. 

Late in the afternoon he saddled up his 
horse and went around in the neighborhood 
and informed his friends of the presence of 
the wild animal in their midst, and they all 
agreed to meet at his house with their dogs 
and guns that nightand hunt the cat .to its 
lnir and rid themselves of this pest. They 
all met at the appointed time and 
started out upon the hunt. When they arrived 
at the place where the goat had been killed 
they found that the cat had not returned to its 
prey and the trap was stillin its place, unmo- 
lested. While they were discussing whieh 
direction it would be best to take they heard 
one of the hounds give a long howl and 
start at breakneck speed off on 
the trail.

The cat gave them a long chase and the dogs 
were almost tired down when he was finally 
treed. The dogs set up a regular chorus of 
velis when they found that the chase was over 
and their enemy was safely lodged in a tree. 

When the hunters all arrived they 
were puzzled as to how = they wouk 
proceed about getting him down, for 
they had neglected to bring -an- ax 
with them. Mr. Driscoll, losing all presence 
of mind, in the excitement of the moment, 
jumped from his horse and began toclimb the 
tree. He had not gone far before a deep 
growl waried him that his catship was nigh. 
Some one lit. a torch under the treo 
about this time, and the cat becoming 
frightened, made an attempt to come 
down the tree. As he did so Mr. Driscoll 
made a lunge at him with a large knife that 
he had taken from his pocket, after reaching 
a limb upon which he could rest. The knife 
penetrated the side of the cat, and as soon as 
it did so the animal gave a sudden leap 
for liberty. In making this leap his 
hind feet struck Mr. WDriscoll upon the 
shoulders and face, and wounded him so se- 
verely that he has not yet recoyered from its 
effects. The cat was killed as soon asit 
reached the ground by the dogs and the as- 
sistance of tho hunters.

Have no 
nonsense about it. I want no play; no fool- 
ishness. If necessary use your pistols and use 
them well. Shoot to kill,’’ 

The Eighth and Ninth ayenne roads an- 
nounced this morning that they would make 
no attempt to run their cars today, but would 


await the result of the efforts of other roads.- 


Every other road in the city made an attempt 
of some sort, and cars ran in greater numbers 
than on either of the two previous days and 
with Jess disturbance. On a majority of the 
roads no violence at all was offered. The most 
threatening condition prevailed on the Belt 
line, on the east side, but so far no rioting has 
been reported from there. The Atlantic 
avenue line in Brooklyn began today to run 
cars under’ heavy police protection. 
Their efforts were not very successful and the 
riot extended from end to end of the road. A 
numberof cars made the trip, but they were 
not yery useful to the public.

impress General Harrison with the idea that 
he will make a serious blunder if he does not 
put a New Yorker at the head of elther the 
interior or navy department or in charge of 
the attorney general’s portfolio. It is prob- 
able that New York will be recognized in 
one of these appointments, though by no 
means certain. General Harrison may 
withstand the pressure from that state for 
one of the remaining places as he did when 
Wall street attempted to drive him to give 
the treasury department toa New Yorker, 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat does not 
think that the president-elect should be 
called upon to recognize New York, if in his 
judgment he can better sult the purpose of 
his administration by making his cabinet 
selections from elsewhere, and on this line, 
says: 

In the last campaign, for instance, the democrats 
had two New Yorkers to assist them in that con- 
nection, and yet they lost the state, whereas in 1554 
they carried it without any sach help. The repub- 
licans gave the state to Harris u with all the fed- 
eval officers working against them; and it is reason- 
able to suppose that they cun do the same thing in 
7802 under the more favorable . onditions that will 
then exist.

{n the statement that the republicans carried 
New York ‘“‘with all the federal officers 
working against them.’’ Had the demo- 
cratic administration used the machinery 
of federal patronage as every republican ad- 
ministration had done before, New York 
would not have been carried by the republi- 
cans.

Instead of the federal officers in the state 
actively interesting themselves in behalf of 
the administration, as republicans would 

iave done, it actually appeared that many 
of them were at work with the opposition!

Queer Criminal Statistics. 

In the south there are comparatively so 
few white criminals that the lessons drawn 
from the criminal statistics of the north are 
of very litile use to us. 

Still, in view of the fact that this region 
will have an immense white population in 
the near future, some of the points and fig- 
ures embraced in the recent report of the 
largest prison in Pennsyl¥ania will be of in- 
terest to the thoughtful reader. 

The great majority of the prisoners in the 
penitentiary under review claim to be 
among the adherents of Christian churches, 
Of 262 prisoners received in 1887, eighty- 
five were Catholics, seventy-three Metho- 
dists, [twenty-six Presbyterians, twenty 
Lutherans, nineteen Baptists, twelve Epis- 
copalians, five United Presbyterians, four 
Campbellites, three United Brethren, one 
Hebrew, five of other religious beliefs, and 
only nine were of no religious belief. 

Less than four per cent of these felons 
were infidels or agnostics, For 1888 about 
the same showing is made, and the perceut- 
age of prisoners without religion is not in- 
creased. 

This is astonishing, but it does not prove 
anything. When we come to the nationali- 
ties, we find that of 528 prisoners received 
in two years, Germany furnished thirty- 
five; England, twenty-four; Ireland, twenty- 
three; Italy, nine; Canada, five; Scotland, 
five; Wales, four; Sweden, two; and Hun- 
gary, Belgium, Poland, France and Switz- 
erland, one each; while 273 were born in 
Pennsylvania, ferty-one in New York and 
sixteen in Ohio. 

Now, were these felons educated or not? 
Out of 528, only forty-six could neither 
read nor write; sixty-six could read and 
write imperfectly, and 416 were good read- 
ersand writers. Of the whole number 483 
had attended the public schools and forty- 
five had not, 

It is of interest to note the trades of these 
criminals. The coal miners take the lead, 
followed by the clerks, with the carpenters 
third. Only two tramps or vagabonds figure 
in the list, although among the 184 prisoners 
who were registered as “‘laborers,’’ there 
may have been many who wefe without a 
trade. There are only four professional men 
in the prison. 

What do these statistics show? Simply 
that there are black sheep in every religious 
flock; that we have more native than for- 
eign criminals; that education only makes 
the criminally inclined all the more dan 
gerous, and thatthe men who aratoo idle t 
labor may also be to lazy to commit crime.

THE GOVERNMESNTINTERPEI LATED 
YESTERDAY. 


Exciting Scenes in the Chamber of Deputies 
—Floquet’s Answers to Questions—The 
Dead Crown Prince, Etc. 

Paris, Janury 31.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today, M. Jouveneal interpollated the gov- 
ernment regarding the measures it inteuded to 


take to arrest the progress of Boulangism. The | 


speaker attributed the change in public opin- 
ion chiefly to insults that have been daily 
heaped upon the government, and to the in- 
difference of ministers toward their revilers. 
The liberty of the press and liberty of speech 
had been allowed to degenerate into license, 
The government ought to defend itself from 
the attacks of slanderers. 

Premier Floquet, before replying to Jouve- 
neal, asked leave to introduce a bill re-estab- 
lishing the scrutin [d’arrondissement system 
of election. 

Deputy D’Ornano, Bonapartist, here ex 
claimed: ‘‘The only possible issue is the dis- 
solution of the chamber.”’ 

_M. Cozeaux, member of the right, asked 
leave to speak on a matter of urgency. 

The president refused permission. 

Fresh protests from members of the right 
led toa 

SCENE OF GREAT CONFUSION. 

The president finally called the members to 
order and decided that the house must hear 
Floquet. Floquet held that the establishment 
of the scrutin dia Arrondissement system 
would in no way assail universal suffrage. If 
his policy obtained the approval of the repub- 
lican party, he would pursue it with greater 
authority, but if it was not approved, he would 
resign. The government, he said, did not 
think that measures ought to be taken 
against the liberty of the press, but 
they were bound to legislate against 
those who were seeking to overturn the 
republic. Existing laws dealing with hostile 
combinations were inadequate, while the in- 
crease of mediums of communication and 
growth of wealth furnished persons having 
criminal designs with the means of action 
which could not be foreseen by the framers of 
the penal code. The government would, 
therefore, propose fresh measures for the re- 
pression of attempts against the security of 
state. A greatchange had occurred in the 
electoral proceedings. Universal suffrage had 
become the tool of all sorts of 
commercial combinations through syn- 
dicates operating through pail bands 
of agitators. The government would 
also introduce a bill for the modification of the 
press laws regarding placards and colportage. 

After a general explanation of the govern- 
ment’s policy, M. Floquet concluded his speech 
by saving that if a majority of the members of 
the chamber of deputies were discontented or 
thought a nearer approach oughtto be made to 
the policy of the right or left, 

THE CHAMBER MUST SEEK OTRER MINISTERS. 

In the meantime he asked the house for a 
vote of confidence. 

Paul deCassagnac followed the premier. He 
reproached Floquet with attacking universal 
suilrage and said it was now the right upon 
whom fell the duty of defending suffrage 
against the government. Universal suffrage 
commands; it must beobeved. ‘‘Dissolution’’ 
had practically been made the test word. The 
situation for the ministers could be summed 
up in the phrase “‘get out.’’ After accusing 
Floquet of striking at liberty through pro- 
posed laws against attempts on the security of 
the state, Cassagnac concluded by intimating 
that he would vote for the present ministry, 
since its continuance in ofilice would be the 
best means that could be sought to overthrow 
the republic. 

The sitting of the chamber was then sus- 
pended, 

When the chamber reconvened M. Hub- 
burd demanded that the government proceed 
against Boulanger with acts, not words. 

M. Floquet replied that,it was necessary to 
combat the idea of dictatorship. They must 
fight it resolutely in a legal way, using fresh 
weapons if necessary. 

M. Demontyan declared that it was time to 
putanend to Boulangism. Boulangerought 
to be watched and stopped on his march. 
;Cheers from the left. } 

M. Laguerre (Boulangist) reminded the 
house that the Boulangist propaganda was 
supported by thousands ol citizens. Those 
citizens. he said, 

DESIKED AN HONEST REPUBLIC. 
They desired a republic open to all French- 
men, in contradistinction toa republic gov- 
erned by a parliamentary clique. It was an 
infamous slander to say that Boulangism was 
supported by funds received from abroad. 

M.Clemenceau held that although Paris had 
made a demonstration that displayed its dis- 
content, no reason existed for a change of gov- 
ernment. 

M. Montaut then presented this motion: 

That the house, confident in the firmness oft the 
government, passes to the order of the day. 

The motion was accepted by the government 
and adopted by a vote of 500 to 240, 

Boulanger did not appear in the chamber 
during the debate. 
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THE DEAD CROWN PRINCE. 


Speculations as to the Cause of His Death—

Lonpon, January 31.—The leading topic of 
the newspapers of all the countries of Europe 
is the death of:Prince Rudolph,of Austria, and 
its effect upon future politics. The Standard 
says: ‘‘All that the world knew of him was 
in his favor. The shock will be felt in Europe 
far outside the limit of his empire.’”’ All the 
British papers dwell upon the cordial intima- 
ey of the prince of Wales and the Crown 
Prince Rudolph. The general opinion here 
is that the death wi!l have no effect upon 
Austrian policy, 

The German vapers see no effect that his 
death can have on the Austrian policy. The 


Hungarian press regards his déath as a serious | 


blow to their hopes. The Hungarian parlia- 
ment will attend the funeral in a body. ~ The 
body of the crown prince reached Vienna yes- 
terday. The British Medical Journal states 
that the death was caused by arupture of the 
cardiac walls, with effusion into the pericar- 
dium. It is stated in Paris that the Austrian 
crown prince was shot by the husband of a 
lady who was staying at Meyerling chateau. 
An official report issued after the post mor- 
tein exainination,says that Rudolph’s death was 
caused by sudden paralysis of the heart, 
brought on by attacks of acute rheumatism.

As the inside fae:s become known It appears 
ridiculous that his bootm should ever have c« m-« 
manded serious atientin.. Sametime siuce Colo- 
nel Buck was in Washinzt¢a, and while there he 
mailed a long letter to Gente%al Harrison, dealing 
with the questions relating tote south. He con- 
cluded by stating that he bad intended to stop over 
on his way home, but had found it “Bpossilble ta 
spare the time. General Harrison achtowledged 
the receipt of the letter, andin so doing casually 
mentioned that if Colonel Pek 
at any time was passing throu 
Indianapolis he would be glad tosee him. Puck 
construed this into an urgent request to come, and 
his’ friends spread the news forhim.

Auother southerner who called with practically 
the same business in view, was Mr. R. T. Dow, of 
Atlanta. Mr. Dow was recently an elector for 
Gecrzia, but during the campaign devoted mosi of 
his attention to this state, organizing Iris!)-Amert- 
ean republican clubs. During that time he met 
General Harrison, and when he called today it wag 
notasastrauger. Mr. Dow is believed to have’a 
first mortgageon a fat office, which be will be 
ready toaccepton and after March 4th.

THE FINANCIERS STILL. IN JAIL. 


The Only Sensation Developed in the Mercantile 
Bauking Company Matter Yesterday Was Tha! 
Furnished by the Ocala Bank—This May Bring 
About a Criminal Prosecution, Though the 


Details are Not All Known as Yet—The Receiver | 


is Hard at Work. 


The receiver is at the old stand. 

But assets continne scarce. 

Though new liabilities continue to show 
themselves. 

The developments in regard to the Tolleson 
matter yesterday were various. The receiver 
made several ineffectual efforts to get hold of 
more assets. 

First he had an interview with Mr. Tolleson, 
but got nothing there. 

Then he began to look about for personal 
property. Hewas about to go for Mr. Rich- 
ards’s furniture and effects when he was 
notified by Colonel T. P. Westmoreland that 
Mrs. Richards had taken a homestead on those 


' effects. 


Then he went to see Mr. E. L. Fowler, one 
of the corporators of the Mercantile Banking 
company, but found him away from home. 
The receiver thinks there is but little property 
in Mr. Fowler’s name that he can reach. 

Yesterday’s Mail. 

During the day Mr. Northen opened several 
installments of mail for the Mercantile Bank- 
ing company and got some small checks for 
amounts due the concern by banks. The 
whole cash assets were swelled by these checks 
to about $300, 

About the sixty cents! 

“T have been offered $1.20 for the sixty 
cents,’ said Mr. Northen, “but Iam holding 
it, as I expect to be offered more.”’ 

Several new claims haye appeared today. 
Messrs. Abbott & Smith receiveda telegram 
from the Polk county bank asking that it be 
made a party, but giving no amount. 

The National bank of the state of Florida 
was made a party for $556 and the Ocala 
National bank for $772.77. 

THE OCALA MATTER. 

With regard to the Ocala claim, it is charged 
that the Mercantile Banking company was 
guilty, in this transaction, of something clear- 
ly akin to larceny after trust, and, judging 
by the expressions of some of the attorneys, 
yesterday, it seems likely that a criminal pros- 
ecution may be hanging over the heads of the 
jailed bank officials. 

As yet no steps. have been taken, and the at- 
torneys are withholding the circumstances 
surrounding the transaction. 

As near as can be learned this case is one in 
which the Mercantile Banking company, and 
its president are charged with having failed to 
account for certain moneys, orits equivaleuat, 
sent by the Florida bank with instructions to 
pay a note which was about due; that the pa- 
per sent by the bank was received by the 
Mercantile Banking oompany, but that it was 
never applied to the purposes for which sent, 
and has never been accounted for. 

This is the story, or as much of it as is known. 
Whether criminal prosecution will be based on 
it or not has not yet been determined. 

Mr. Abbott expressed the opinion yesterday 
that a criminal prosecution was almost sure to 
be made. 

What the American Banker Says. 

The last issue of the American Banker says 
it was offered $1,000 by the Mercantile Bank- 
lug company to print an advertisement like 
the one in the Rand-McNally Banker's Jour- 


nal, and severely critisises the latter periodi- 
cal for printing the puffs for a consideration. 


MR, HAAS TELLS‘HIS EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Jacob Haas said of the Tolleson affair 
yesterday: 

‘T hada good opinion of Tolleson till I 
found him out, and I found him out in this 
way: 

‘‘He used to deal in stocks considerably, and 
once had e,000 shares, or $40,000 worth, of the 
Capital City Land and Improvement com- 
pany’s stock. He used toborrow money on 
it, and one day came to the office of the Capi- 
tal City Land and Improvement company 
and suggested that we lend money on the com- 
pany’s stock. The matter had been men- 
tioned before by Mr. Aaron Haas, and we de- 
cided that it was a good idea. 

“He borrowed money on 250 shares of the 
stock, giving his note for $9,200. When the 
note came due he came in and took it up, 
with a check for 39,200 on the Gate City bank, 
and took his coliateral. The check was pre- 
sented and was not paid. I went to see Ed 
McCandless, and he said it was not good, as 
the money was not there. About that time I 
began to get pretty hot in the collar. He had 
taken his collateral and left a check that was 
not good. I sent for Tolleson, and he insisted 
that the check was good and he had money 
there There was another name on the note, 
and Itold the gentleman that the note was 
paid with Tolleson’s check, and if the check 
was not good I would hold him responsible 
and would bring suit at once. That brought 
the money, and the next time Tolle- 
son’s notes became due I notified him 
that they would not be renewed, He did not 
pay them when they fell due, and we froze 
him out, and Harle bought the stock. That 
was in October, 1887, and I have had no deal- 
ing with him since.” 

WHAT MR. TOLLESON SAYS. 

Receiver Northen had an interview with 
Mr. Tolleson yesterday morning. By mistake 
the bailiff brought the prisoners into court 
again yesterday and Mr. Northen walked 
back with them. 

Tolleson remarked that he had the highest 
respect for Judge Clarke, but that he has 
turned over all the assets in his possession and 
can dono more. He expects to remain in At- 
lanta and do business when he gets out of jail. 

‘‘As I walked with them to the jail,” said 
Mr. Northen, ‘‘Tolleson remarked thatif he 
was out of jail he would jump some of those 
people who had called him a ‘red-headed 
sucker,’ and said, also, ‘They may call mea 
sucker but 1 am too sharp to swear to a lie.’ 

‘Some one asked me to describe the assets 
of sixty cents and Tolleson spoke up saying, 


‘It was a fifty cent silver piece and a dime. 


very much worn.’ 

‘“‘T asked him if he was comfortable, and he 
said he was as comfortable asa man could be 
under the circumstance. 

‘**The report that I cried yesterday was a 
mistake,’ said Tolleson, ‘you know me well 
enough to know that that is not me.’ ” 

As to the Assets. 

In regard to assets, Receiver Northen said: 

‘J have been doing everything in my power 
t» get hold of assets, but have got nothing yet. 
There ts one channel through which we haope 
vo learn something, but I do not wish to. men- 
tian that new.’ 


bBilessrs. Abbot and Smith estimated that the

Forbes 
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A PHANTOM : HIP. 


A Schooner Leaves Georgia and Crosscs the 
Ocean Without Navigator or Crew, 
From the New York Sun. 

For ten months there has been flitting up 
and down the high seas a great ship without 
navigator or crew. Stlre has been spied occa- 
sionally, like the phantom ship of tradition, 
and her wanderings have been the source of 
dread to the men who go upon the sea in ships. 
Yesterday she came to port, landed high and 
dry in the harbor of Stornaway, in the island 
of Lewis, and the wonderful romance which 
William Black locates in that place contains 
nothing stranger than the story of the voyage 
of the W. L. White without a master. 

Itis unprecedented. TMiere must be a first 
time in the record of any series of similar 
events, and the story which we shal! now tell 
is theflirst narration of the cruise of the great 
ship for nearly a year, here and there, on the 
stormy Atlantic, flitting in and out of the 
channels of commerce, like a bat among the 
branches of a tree at night, and at last making 
port 5,000 miles away from the city whence 
she started. 

The great lumber schooner W. L. White 
was abandoned at sea on Tuesday, March 13, 
while the great blizzard was still raging. The 
vessel] had started for New York on February 
20 laden witha valuable cargo of lumber, which 
she had takenon at Boboy, Ga. She was under 
the command of Captain Whitmore, and had 
acrew ofeightor nine men. The blizzard 
caught her off Abescom light on Monday, 
March 12, and the elements gave her a tussle 
that her officers thought would send her to the 
bottom. Very likely she would be at the 
bottom now, but for the fact that lumber will 
not sink, 

On the morning of the 17th, when about 
seventy miles southeast of Cape May, the 
ship Record, Captain Forbes, from Calcutta, 
hove in sight and picked up the captain and 
the crew, who were so thoroughly exhausted 
and frost bitten that they had to be lifted to 
the deck of the Record. 

She started on her phantom-like course by 
drifting southerly some ninety miies and she 
was first seen on the morning of March 19. 

Then she disappeared, and though captains 
of vessels were warned to be on the lookout for 
her, she was drifting and sailing about in phan- 
tom waters, so to speak, for nearly two weeks. 
She had really entered the Gulf stream and on 
the current of that mighty river of the ocean 
she wascarried 640 miles ina northeasterly 
direction, and on March 30 the outlook of one 
of the ocean liners saw her black hulk in the 
distance, just off the Newfoundland banks. 
With that brief revelation of herself she dis- 
appeared again. 

But the vessel had struck a new current, and 
when eyes of sailor again beheld her she was 
four hundred and sixty miles east of the point 
where she was last seen. ‘he last sight was 
made on April 17, 

After this revelation the vessel again disap- 
peared into the shades, and was not seen until 
the morning of May %, 570 miles northeast of 
the point last seen, directly in mid ocean and 
about due east from New Foundland. 

On May 30 she began to flirt with the trans- 
Atlantic steamships. Threeof the captains of 
these steamships saw her on that day, but she 
was along ways off, and they were rejoiced 
thereat. 

After this brief flirtation the headless 
schooner showed her sides to two trans-Atlan- 
tic steamships for an instant and then disap- 
peared. Butinthe latter part of June and 
the early part ef July she made revelation of 
herself a number of times. The steamship 
Egypt saw her, as did the Adriatic, Cepha- 
lonia, the Servia, the Wisconsin and the Ohio, 
besides a pumber of smaller craft. 


There she was, drifting along with her dead 


weight set right in the track of ocean steam- 
ships, a menace ona foggy day, a terror at 
night, for the possibility of her low-set hull 
without lights and no one to warn on board 
was ever present in the minds of the uaviga- 
tors of the steamships. 

On October 30 she took another course, and 
for thirty days was away in again on phantom 
waters, but on the last day of November away 
up to the northerly, in latitude 50 deg. and 
longitude 22, the captain of the British King 
sighted her 600 miles away in a northeasterly 
direction from the point where the steainship 
Ohio had seen her. 

Then she disappeared, and from that day 
till yesterday she was out of the sight of land. 
But it seems that she was making harbor, 
aiming to wind up her erratic career, either at 
some port in Iceland or in the Hebrides. 

But the currents that led to the shore of the 
Hebrides were those which captured her, so 
that the inhabitants of the picturesque little 
town of Stornaway, who have seen many a 
wreck, were astonished when this strange and 
solitary craft came ashore. me 

StornawA&y is TOU miles from the point where 
the schooner was last seen. The dispatches 
state that the probabilities are that the greater 
part of the cargo will be saved. 

This is the only case on record where a ves- 
sel has crossed the ocean without a navigator 
and entered port. The derelict schooner 
‘Twenty-one Friends,’’ which was abandoned 
March 4, 1885, 100 miles south southeast of 
where the White was abandoned, crossed the 
ocean and was last seen on December 4th, 
1885, in lat. 45.00 N. long. 8.00 W. 75 miles 
from the nearest land and 130 miles NNE of 
Cape Finisterre. The White actually travelled 
5,050 miles, the distance between the points 
where she was abandoned and where she went 
ashore being but 3,100 miles.

TWO SAFE BLOWERS. 


MAKE AN ATTEMPT TO BLOW J.J 
BARNES’S SAFE. 


THE TOOLS AND POWDER CAPTURED. 


Iwo Men Break a Window Out and After Opening 
the Door Walk in Witha Patrolman in Three 
Feet of Them—A Candie om the Floor Attracts 
the Officers’ Attention, But the Mem Get Away. 


Two safe-blowers made an attempt to blow 


, open the safe in the store of J.J. Barnes last

night. 

It was about eleven o’clock when Patrolman 
Jim Hudson started from the railroad up For- 
syth street towards Marietta street. He 
noticed two young white men halt at the cross- 
ing and then turn together and follow him. 
They stopped at the duor of J. J. Barnes, the 
colmission merchant, atout four doors from 
the railroad, opened the door and walked in. 

Patrolman Liudson, a few feet in advance of 
them, heard the door opened and saw the two 
men enter and strike a match.? 

Ile paid no attention, however, supposing 
that they were clerks there on business. 

Coming back by they door the patrolman 
saw a candle inside the office on the floor. 

His suspicions were aroused, and quietly 
making hisway back to Marietta street he 
rapped with his club as a signal for his partner 
to join him. 

Patrolman Bob Ozburn responded prompily, 
and together they went down and looked in. 
The candle was burning, but the two men were 
not in the office. One of the officers ran around 
to the rear alley way. The gate at the mouth 
of the alley was open, as well as the rear door 
opening into the alley. The storeroom was 
searched thoroughly, but the men were gone, 

The candle was on the tloor near the safe 
and between one of the handles and the com- 
bination knob was a little hole, a third of an 
inch in diameter and about as deep. On the 
safe wasa little package, still tied, containing 
a pound of blasting powder, four lengths of 
fuse, each about ten inches long, and a serew- 
bit and two chisels, one a cold chisel and the 
other a bent wood chisel. 

On a box just outside the office, between 
the office and the back door, was the brace 
and bit used in boring at the safe door. It 
was a reversable steel brace of the most ap- 
proved pattern. 

The large glass transom over the door had 
been broken out. The awning affords foot- 
hold for the work, and at the same time helps 
toconceal the man. Then they had opened 
both frontand rear doors to make sure of 
escape in case of discovery. 

The front door must have been unlocked 
when they followed Patrolman Hudson from 
the railroad = 

The tools, it is thought, were brought here 
with them, and not bought here, 

Another incident was the ringing of the tele- 
phone in the office while Patrolmen Hudson 
and Osborne were in there. They answered 
the call, but nothing more was heard. The 
thieves probably telephoned to see if the offi- 
cers wete there. They had become alarmed 
probably when they heard Patrolman Hudson’s 


rap. 

The hole bored was accurately measured, and 
as was ascertained subsequently, would have 
missed every bolt. The job was evidently the 
work of professionals. 

The moral is this: A short while ago the 
board of police cominissioners passed an ordi- 
nance forbidding partners from patroling their 
beats together at night. Experience has 
shown that this is not a good idea. It takes 
two men to do anything in a case of that kind, 
and if Patrolman Hudson had not been com- 
pelled to rap and then wait for his partner the 
safe blowers could have been canght.
